Dr. Burnet, Biſhop of Salisbury, and the Biſhop |

Among many other Perſons of Diſtinc- 
tion that ſaw me, was the Biſhop of London; who 
crder'd me, and ſeveral of my Friends, to attend 
him at Doctors Commons; and there ( after his

Maillard our Daughter was born at Cognac, the 
25th Day of September, -1680, and that about 
twelve or thirteen Months after ſhe was born, we 
obſerved that ſhe was very Lame, having aHollow- 
neſs in the Place where one uſually finds a knit- 
ting of the Thigh-bone in the Hip. The Chirur- 
geon to whom we {hew'd her at that time, found

She went to the 
French Church behind Lezceſter-Fields, on Fun- 
day the 26th of November laſt, and coming from 
thence home, ſhe was again followed by the 
Children, who threw Dirt upon her, and follow- 
ed her with injurious Reproaches, even to St. 
James s-Alley, near St. James s. Church in Ger- 
main- Street, where then Lodged Mademoiſelle de 
Laulan, at an Engliſb Apothecary's Houſe. This 
Evil Treatment put our Girl into ſuch a Conſter- J. 
nation, that ſhe went weeping into her Miſtreſs's 
Chamber, who, after ſhe had underſtood the 
cauſe of her Crying, adviſed her to read the Holy 
Scriptures to comfort her, which ſhe did; and 
in reading the ſecond Chapter of the Goſpel of 
St. Mark, which gave an account of the healing

the Jews; this Girl ſhewed a ſurprize at their 
Obſtinacy, and declared to her Miſtreſs, as we

Irs to me beyond all queſtion, that in the Caſe 
of this poot Refugee, there was a luxation or dif- 
location of the Thigh- bone, ſuch as I have ex. 
plain d: And of the Four Kinds of it, reckon'd 
up by Anatomiſts, it muſt neceſſarily have been 
that they call 4 Dz/location outwards. A hol. 
lowneſs on the Place of the Joint, a conſidera. 
ble Tumour a little above it, the Thigh-bone of 
that ſide being both higher and ſhorter than the 
other, a — Pain attending, with a turn. 
ing inwards of the Knee and Ankle, and a turn- 
ing upwards of the Sole of the Foot, are all of 
them agreed by Anatomiſts and Surgeons to be 
undoubted Signs, as well as neceſſary Conſequents 
of this kind of diflocation.

Thus much, Madam, fot the Manner, Cauſes, 
and Conſequents of the Girl's Diſtemper. Nei- 
ther has it any weight to object againſt its being 
a Diſlocation, that her Parents remember not the 
preciſe Time nor Manner how ſhe came by it; 
for we ſee every Day Examples of Children diſ- 
located in the ſame manner, without their Pa- 
rents being able to tell when and how they be- 
came ſo; the Bones of young Children being 
much more eaſily put out, than thoſe come to 
Age, and they being more obnoxious to Acci- 
dents through Errors of People about them, 

To trouble your Ladyſhip with the ordinary 
manner and method of Cure in this caſe, would 
ſcem altogether needleſs, ſince every body of com- 
mon Senſe will tell you, it's done by putting the 
Thigh-bone in its proper Face ; that is, by bring- 
ing back the Head of it into the Cavity of the 
Hip- bone, and keeping it there. This is done 
with no ſmall difficulty, even when the diſloca- 
tion is recent; where, many times, both the Sur- 
geon and his Aſſiſtant are forc'd to imploy their 
utmoſt ſtrength, and the beſt of their dexterity and 
skill. 

But when the Diſlocation i is of a long ftanding, 
as it was with this Maid, moſt Surgeons and Ana- 
tomiſts look upon the Caſe as deplorable, if not 
deſperate; Among a great many others, theſe fol- 
lowing Reaſons may be given for it.
